Pound Strength by Taking 
Lydia EL Pinkham’s Vege­ 
table Compound 
Washington,—Thirty-three widows 
of soldiers who fought in the War of 
1812 are still on the pension rolls of 
the government, although 169 years 
have elapsed since the close of that 
conflict in 1815. 
Eight of the women 
pensioners died during the year ended 
June 30. 
There have been no names 
of soldiers of the War of 1812 on the 
pension books since 1005, when Hiram 
Cronk died in Ava, New York, at the 
age of 105. 
The oldest of the 33 widows re­ 
ceiving pensions, which average $30 u 
month, or about $12,000 a year, is Ma- 
liula Huff, Rural Route No, 2, Louisa, 
Kentucky, who is 105 years old. Her 
husband was a private in a Virginia 
comelily of militiamen. 
All told 
approximately 35,000 widows of vet­ 
erans of the War of 1812 were grunt­ 
ed service pensions, the high water 
park being reached in 1879 when 
there were 18,177 on the rolls. 
The records of the Pension Bureau 
also show that Daniel F. Bakeman, 
.cho died at Freedom, New' York, in 
»869 at the age of 109, was the last 
soldier pensioner of the Revolutionary 
War, and Esther S. Damon, widow of 
Noah Damon, who died at Plymouth 
Union, Vermont, in 1906 at the age of 
»6, the last name to be scratched from 
' the Revolutionary pension lists.
